All who have mingled much with the 
labouring classes have heard bitter com- 
plaints against labour-saving machines, 
as abridging the profits and even de- 


lifting process in the United States 
Bonded Warehouse, as taking the bread 
out of the mouths of poor porters. If 
these charges were just, the prospects 
of labour were dark indeed: for there 
never was a time when mechanical in- 
ventions were more abundant, or when 
there was a more certain prospect of 
their increase. It is very important 
that this matter should be placed in its 
true light; and if the dangers appre-
